5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes, and for that purpose to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue notes and to determine the amount and time of 
payment thereof under such terms and conditions as they deem to be 
in the best interest of the Town. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 to be paid into the capital reserve fund for new 
highway equipment. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to transfer all funds received 
for rent of highway equipment into the capital reserve fund for 
highway equipment. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to order the Selectmen to 
place a restraining order on dogs in the municipal limits of the 
Town pursuant to RSA Chapter 466, Sec. 29, 30. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the land as per deed 
from Richmond, DiBernardo and Rawson, and to discontinue and 
revert to the abutting landowner that part of the road discontinued by 
this deed. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the proposed amend- 
ment and additions to the Town's Zoning Ordinance. These changes 
shall take effect upon its passage. 


ll. To see if the Town will vote to transfer all unexpended 
annual appropriations from the Fire Department into a capital 
reserve fund for fire department equipment. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the

sum of $500.00 to be paid into a capital reserve fund for a new Town 
fire truck. 


13. To see if the Town will vote for the election of Town 
Officers by non-partisan ballot, instead of the unofficial ballot 
now used, 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 if article #13 is approved. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase a new Town dump truck for a price not to exceed $10, 000; 
said truck to be purchased by soliciting sealed bids from all dealers 
in the area; the purchase price of said truck to be raised through 
the issuance of notes, and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such notes, and determine the time and place of payment 
thereof under such terms and conditions as they deem do be in the 
best interest of the Town. (2/3rds vote by written ballot is required 
for passage) 


16. If Article 15 is passed, to see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to withdraw $3,000.00 from the Highway Capital 
Reserve fund to be applied towards the purchase price of the dump 
LrUcK. 


17. If Article 15 does not receive favorable consideration, to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
from the Highway Capital Reserve Fund for new highway equipment 
an amount of money not to exceed $2,000.00 for the purchase of a 
used Town dump truck. ) 


18. If Article 15 or 17 is approved, to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell the Town's International 
dump truck by sealed bids, and to pay the moneys received into 
the Capital Reserve fund for new highway equipment. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,500.00 for the purpose of having all of the property in 
the Town of Marlow reappraised by the State Tax Commission or 
by some other qualified appraisal concern, at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen; said sum of $10,500.00 to be raised through 
the issuance of notes, and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such notes, and determine the time and place of payment 
thereof under such terms and conditions as they deem to be in the 
best interest of the Town. (2/3rds vote by written ballot is required 
for passage)

and roads in Marlow. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to accept the proposed names 
of all the streets and roads in Marlow. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for additional maintenance on the Town Hall. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for having the Tax Blotter printed in the Town's 
Annual Report. 


26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $185.60 to change over the old style street lights to the new 
style street lights. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500.00 to pour a concrete pad for a floor in the Town 
Garage. (by petition) 


28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, all funds received under 
said Act to be applied towards the payment of notes issued in 
connection with Article 15. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against 
budget appropriations in the amount indicated; and, further to 
authorize the Selectmen to make pro-rata reductions in the amounts 
if estimated entitlements are reduced or take any other action 
hereon:

This Agency has had another successful year serving the towns 
of Surry, Gilsum, Marlow, Stoddard and Sullivan. We are grateful 
to all of the towns people who have supported the Agency both with 
tax dollars and contributions to our membership drive.

2. To see if the District will vote to construct and originally 
equip a new school building, authorize the School Board to issue 
bonds in the amount of One Hundred Eighty Thousand Dollars 
($180, 000. 00) to pay for the project and to apply toward the cost of 
the project all federal and state grants and interest received in 
addition to said sum. 


3. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate 
Twenty-nine Thousand Dollars ($29,000.00) to meet the first pay- 
ment on the bond issue authorized in Article 2. 


4, To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, or other 
officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to employ the Municipal Accounting Division of the State Tax Commi- 
sion to audit the financial records of the District. 


6. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate prior 
to June 30, 1973 a sum not to exceed Thirteen Thousand Five Hundred 
Ninety-three Dollars ($13,593.00) as a deficit appropriation for the 
payment of tuition costs to receiving school districts for the 1972- 
1973 school year. 


7. To see if the District shall accept provisions of R.S.A. 
195-A (as amended) providing for the establishment of an AREA 
school in Keene to serve seventh and eighth grades from the school 
districts of Harrisville, Marlow, Nelson and Stoddard in accordance 
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with the provisions of the plan on file with the district clerk. 


8. To see if the District will accept provisions of R.S.A. 
195-A:12 providing for the School Board to petition Keene School 
District to join the AREA school located in Keene to serve grades 
nine, ten, eleven, and twelve in accordance with the provisions of 
the plan on file with the State Department of Education. 


9. To see if the District will vote to accept the provisions of 
Title I, Title II, and Title III, Public Law 89-10 (Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965), and to appropriate such funds as 
may be made available to the district under said Federal Act for 
such particular projects as may be determined by the School Board. 
Further, to see if the district will authorize the school board to make 
application for such funds and to expend the same for such projects 
as it may designate. 


10. To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board 
to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the district, any 
or all grants or other funds for educational purposes which may now 
or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Government, the 
State of New Hampshire, or any federal, state or private agency. 


ll. To see if the District will authorize the School Board to 
negotiate a three-year contract for the purpose of transporting 
junior high school and high school students to the Keene School 
Dretrict. 


12. To see if the District will raise and appropriate Twelve- 
Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) for the purpose of employing one (1) 
full-time 5th and 6th Grade teacher, and the part-time services of 
an art, music, and physical education teacher. 


13. To see if the District will raise and appropriate Nine 
Hundred Sixty-Three Dollars ($963.00) for additional custodial 
service. 


14. To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the payment of 
salaries for school district officials and agents and for the payment 
of the statutory obligations of the district.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow, 


Iam very pleased to submit my annual report to the residents 
of the Marlow School District. Since the last school district meeting, 
there has been much educational activity in the town of Marlow. 
This activity has involved to some degree all the residents of the 
town. I would like to take this opportunity to express my apprec- 
iation to the people of Marlow for their involvement and to say that 
I am sure that the educational climate in Marlow will be the better 
because everyone did become involved.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow. 


The 1972-1973 school year will be remembered as a year of 
increased enrollments, and as a year for the kind of decision 
making which will have an influence on education in Marlow for years 
to come. In the annual report submitted last year, enrollment 
figures for this school year were projected for a total of eighty-two 
students. With the start of the school year, one hundred and two 
students registered for classes, an increase of twenty students, or 
nearly a 24% increase. Thus, it is because of this increase in 
student enrollment, and more specifically at the high school level, 
that there is an article in this year's warrant to raise a deficit 
appropriation not to exceed $13, 593.00 to defray the increased 
cost for tuition. 


A most significant event has been the School Board, the 
Building & Site Committee, and members of the community working 
together to seek practical and desirable solutions to meet the ed- 
ucational needs of Marlow's students. Consequently a number of 
decisions were made; 


(1) To establish the educational needs for elementary school 
children as a primary objective, by sending 5th and 6th 
grade children to Gilsum and decreasing the number of 
grade levels in the Marlow Elementary School. 


(2) To request the formation of a Building & Site Committee 
for the purpose of planning for a new elementary school, 
and the eventual return of the 5th and 6th grade students 
to Marlow. 


(3) To include in this year's warrant an article approving of 
Marlow joining the Keene AREA Plan for grades 7 and 8. 


(4) To include in this year's warrant an article authorizing the 
School Board to join the Keene AREA Plan for grades 9-12. 


(5) To accept as a gift to the school district a tract of land from 
the family of the late John D. Perkins, Sr. for the purpose 
of building a new elementary school. 


(6) To recommend to the voters of the school district, and to 
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include in this year's warrant, a proposal for the building 
of a new elementary school. 


The planning and foresight of those people associated directly 
or indirectly with these decisions have made a determination to re- 
solve some problems that have long been a puzzlement and frust- 
ration to the citizens of Marlow. The generosity of the Perkins' 
family and the experssed support of many of Marlow's citizens 
have provided encouragement to seek solutions. Whether or not 
their recommendations to bring about some direction and purpose 
for the future of education in Marlow are accepted is a responsibility 
that rests with the voters of Marlow. In any case, there is inherent 
within this responsibility the challenge to act; to do something for 
Marlow, rather than not to act at all. 


Administration-Organization-Curriculum 


A number of events directly involving the Marlow Elementary 
School occurred during the 1972-1973 school year. Significant 
among these are the following; 


(1) The grade levels were reduced from Grades 1-6 to Grades 
1-4. Mrs Edward Gill served as head teacher andasa 
teacher of Grade 1 and a part of Grade 2. 


(2) Mrs. Philip Davis was employed to fill the vacancy created 
by the resignation of Mr. William Hollis. Mrs. Davis 
served as teacher of Grades 3 and 4, anda portion of 
Grade 2, 


(3) Mrs. Loren Livengood remained as the Teacher-Tutor of 
the Title I Program. Mrs. Don Porter served as the 
teacher aide. 


(4) With the advent of the students being tuitioned to Gilsum, the 
School Board accepted the resignation of Mrs. Carol 
Faulkner. 


(5) Miss Ann Stevens was employed by Supervisory Union #60 
to serve as director of the Title III, Early Childhood 
Guidance Program. Miss Nancy Abrams resigned this 
position to return to graduate school. 


(6) The School Board accepted with regret the resignation of 


Mrs. Albert Woods, school custodian. John M. Menton, Jr. 
was employed to fill this vacancy. 
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In conclusion, there is little doubt that eventually something 
will be done, whether it is "today" or ''tomorrow'"', to bring relief 
to the educational needs of Marlow. Let us hope that the decision 
will be ''today'', for too long has this decision been delayed. The 
direction and purpose has never been made so clear as it is at this 
time. The Marlow School Board, the Marlow Building & Site 
Committee, and anyone who has worked for this day, past and pre- 
sent, are to be commended. And I cannot forget that Marlow is in 
the advantageous position to make its future brighter because of the 
assistance and leadership provided by Mr. Stanley B. Tufts, Super- 
intendent of Schools, and because of the men that have served before 
me.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING & SITE COMMITTEE 


This past year has been a very busy one for the Marlow School 
Board and the Marlow Building & Site Committee. The committee 
has worked very hard to bring to the citizens of Marlow what we 
feel is a very good program for Marlow's future. We were very 
fortunate earlier in the year to receive the site for the proposed 
school as agift from the family of John D. Perkins, Sr. 


Upon completion of the Committee's study, it was our opinion 
to recommend to the School Board that the construction of a pre- 
engineered building to serve as an elementary school be proposed 
to the voters. There are many different types of construction avail- 
able, but due to the high construction cost, very few fit into the 
Marlow budget. It is also the feeling of the Committee that the 
facility and program being proposed is adequate to meet State of New 
Hampshire requirements, though not exorbitant. As a further ex- 
planation, the cost of the proposed building has been estimated at 
$180,000, one-third less than any other type of construction and is 
well under the debt limit of the Town of Marlow. 


In closing, I wish to thank all the members of the Building & Site 
Committee and the Marlow School Board for the very fine and un- 
selfish manner that they worked in presenting a good and reasonable 
program for the voters to decide upon. We all urge the support of 
the Building & Site Committee's recommendation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1971-72, forty-six vision tests were 
done, and forty-six hearing tests were conducted. No referrals were 
made on vision, and one was made for hearing. Forty-six children 
were weighed, measured, and checked by the school nurse for 
noticeable health problems. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on the adult school population, 
upon recommendation from the State level. 


Children to attend the Marlow School for grade one attended 
pre-registration held in April. At this time, there is a review of 
the child's health history, vision and hearing screening is done, 
and necessary referrals are made. 


Of special interest is the legislative bill passed indicating the 
following: ''There shall be a complete medical examination by a 
licensed physician of each child prior to or upon first entry into the 
public school system and thereafter as often as deemed necessary 
by the local school authority, provided no medical examination shall 
be required of a child whose parent or guardian objects thereto in 
writing on the grounds such medical examination is contrary to his 
religious tenets and teachings.'' Also mandatory for school entrance 
are the following immunizations: TB test, measles, German measles, 
polio oral, diptheria, pertussis, and tetanus vaccines. 


It is always with Marlow's continued community cooperation 
that the School Health Program is a successful venture.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Select- 
men and the State’s Division Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire 
suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, 
which are charged to the responsible party. The State further provides 
fire detection services, prevention programs, fire training for town 
wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any per- 
son wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire 
Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can be- 
come a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a forest 
fire. 


Twenty-seven permits for burning brush and rubbish were issued. 
There were four cases of burning without permits in town. Violators 
were warned. There was one case of failing to properly extinguish a 
fire, the violator had to pay for eleven men and for the use of two 
trucks.
